‘Thus, every as- 
mnt to the rank and positon of « 
fandarin, who can muster but a fow 
hundred tacls, can now havo his desires 
gratified without going through the 
ordeal of examination; while the Go- 
verument is only too glad to receive 
money for bestowing that which costs 
nothing, and which often proves to 
bo a mere empty name. Wo un 
dorstand that the presont scale of 
changes is about as follows;—For 
rank of Chi-hsien, ‘is. 2,000 ;

, Ts. 8,000 ; privilege of wearing, 
poacock’s feather with one spot, ‘Tis.

‘The Government is now doing a con- 
siderable business in this department, 
fnd the offices established al over the 
Empire for the couvenience of purebas- 
‘ors aro not a fow.

‘The money bei 
paid at auy of theso offices, a receipt ix 
ivon, whereapon the would-be Man- 
davin is expocted to" betako himself to 
Poking aud acquire a knowledge of 
duties at the Li-po or Board of Cere- 
monies. After a few months, or por- 
hinps a year, ho receives a commission 
appoinding him to goto one af the pro- 
vincos and wait at its eapital till there 
isa vacancy.

Tt is an 
easy thing for a Fuctai, on roccipt of a 
good round fee, to defax making an ap- 
ointment fora few days, and to des- 
patel: tho first on the list of probationers 
to some distant plnco upon a long and 
arduous undertaking ; meanwhile bos- 
towing the appointment on a moro 
‘wealtliy competitor during his absence.
